Bu ffalo, N. Y., Sept. 4 (A*)— 
Delegates to the 38 th annu al en­ 
campment, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, mu stered ou t today , sworn 
to a “red-blooded” peace policy 
and a “jobs or general pension” 
program for World War serv ice 
men.

The conv ention’s “peace and 
neu trality ” resolu tion, forwarded 
to President Roosev elt, ask ed for 
“mandatory ” neu trality legisla­ 
tion to be inv ok ed “whether for­ 
mal declaration has been made 
or not.” 
Fu rther, it u rged American« , 
troops and warships be with­ 
drawn from the scene of any 
hostilities “ex cept a small force 
to defend ou r consu lar proper­ 
ties.”

friend of labor, serv ed notice on 
the administration today that 
his committee for indu strial or­ 
ganization is prepared to look 
elsewhere for its political allies. 
Lewis, reporting last night in 
a radio speech of bristling tone 
that the C. I. O. has enrolled 3,- 
718,000 work ers, left u p to the 
New Deal high command the 
q u estion of deciding whether the 
Democratic party and the C. I. O. 
shall trod separate paths. 
The C. I. O. chief castigated 
“those who profess to be the 
k eepers of the pu blic conscience” 
for failu re to criticize the “mu r­ 
der of u narmed men” in the re­ 
cent steel strik es. 
He added as a warning: 
“Labor nex t y ear cannot av oid 
the necessity of a political as­ 
say of the work and deeds of its 
so-called friends and its political 
beneficiaries. It mu st determine 
who are its friends in the arena 
of politics as elsewhere.” 
He let fly this barb at Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt: 
“It ill behoov es one who has 
su pped at labor’s table and who 
has been sheltered 
in labor’s 
hou se to cu rse with eq u al ferv or 
and fine impartiality both labor 
and its adv ersaries when they 
become lock ed in deadly em­ 
brace.” 
Washington observ ers regard­ 
ed this as obv iou sly a reply to 
the “plagu e on both y ou r hou s­ 
es” which President Roosev elt 
bespok e for ex tremists on each 
side in the “little steel” strik e. 
They interpreted it fu rther as 
a strong statement of Lewis’ be­ 
lief that the administration had 
“su pped at labor’s table” by v ir­ 
tu e of a $500,000 campaign con­ 
tribu tion last y ear, the largest 
receiv ed by the Democratic na­ 
tional committee. 
The shelter in “labor’s hou se” 
they translated as a reference to 
the widespread su pport giv en the 
president last Nov ember when 
millions of u nionists cast their 
ballots for Mr. Roosev elt. 
There was no immediate reply 
from the administration. 
As for the speech as a whole, 
John P. Frey , president of the 
metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
called it “rather flat and color­ 
less.” 
Frey said the address was “in­ 
teresting” becau se it was “mu ch 
milder than his last one.” 
Fred said Lewis’ disclaimer of 
commu nistic connections with 
the the CIO “was any thing bu t 
satisfactory and conv incing.”

RUSSIA IS STIRRED 


RT ITALIAN VESSEL 


Moscow, Sept. 4 (A>)— Sov iet 
anger ov er the sink ing of a Ru s­ 
sian motorship flared today in 
thou sands of work ers’ protest 
meetings as the official press 
thu ndered 
direct 
accu sations 
that Italy was responsible for 
the grav e incident. 
The work ers adopted resolu ­ 
tions demanding that the gov ­ 
ernment “silence 
the Fascist 
dogs” for torpedoing the motor­ 
ship Timiry azev off the Algiers 
coast Monday and proposed that 
Sov iet nav al v essels conv oy Ru s­ 
sian freighters in the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
“The gov ernment will mak e 
the Fascist bandits pay dearly ,” 
declared Prav da, the Commu n­ 
ist party newspaper, accu sing 
Italy of “piracy in the Mediter­ 
ranean.” 
Despite the v iolence of the at­ 
tack by the controlled press, of­ 
ficials did not disclose whether 
any direct action wou ld be tak ­ 
en becau se of the incident.

pu sh” by the mighty Nipponese 
war machine temporarily stalled 
by China’s big gu ns. 
The near-hy sterical popu lace, 
Chinese and the thou sands of 
foreigners alik e, were tensely 
tentativ ely conv inced that it al­ 
ready had started to an accom­ 
paniment of fierce aerial war­ 
fare 
that 
added 
death 
and 
dev astation to an already bloody 
panorama. 
Twenty -one Chinese civ ilians 
were wou nded and one k illed 
by Chinese anti-aircraft which 
spray ed Shanghai’s leading resi­ 
dential district on Bu bbling Well 
road. A shell fell close to the 
United States marines barrack s. 
One of China’s American-made 
pu rsu it planes stru ck a heav y 
Japanese bomber down in flames 
near the international settle­ 
ment. 
All the bombing crew 
were k illed. Thou sands of awe­ 
stru ck foreigners witnessed the 
spectacu lar air battle. 
In retaliation for the Chinese 
aerial bombardment of Yangtze- 
poo today which spread new 
flames, Japan’s airmen blasted at 
Chinese positions in Chapei, the

dev astated 
Chinese 
q u arter. 
The av iators also showered 
their ex plosiv e wrath on the 
Kiangwan, Taichong and Yan- 
chong districts. 
A Japanese spok esman disclos­ 
ed that the Japanese consu late

clines wou ld follow shortly . 
Charts on retail meat prices 
at the bu reau of agricu ltu ral 
economics

tou ched sev en y ear highs re­ 
cently — especially for tender 
ju icy steak s and sav ory pork 
chops. 
The 
economists 
said 
high 
prices were cau sed by drou ghts 
and bu siness recov ery . 
The decline will come, the 
economists predicted, as a re­ 
su lt of large crops and protests 
by the pu blic ov er high costs. 
They said m eat prices u s­ 
u ally are highest abou t this time 
of y ear and gradu ally taper off 
till early spring when they tu rn 
u pward. 
The American federation 
o f 
labor, stating liv ing costs in Ju ly 
were 4.3 per cent higher than 
du ring the same month last 
y ear, declared work ers will be 
forced to a lower liv ing standard 
this fall u nless their pay check s 
are at least fiv e per cent larger 
than in 19 36 . 
“Present bu y ing power,” the 
federation said, “ is no t eno ug h 
to giv e indu stry the impetu s it 
needs for a steady u pward pull 
in the nex t 12 months. 
This fall 
is the logical time fo r a further 
increase in wag es.”

Conseq u ently , th ose townsh ip s 
not on a “p ay as y ou go” basis 
mu st p ay nex t y ear a lev y su ffi­ 
cient to p ay for 1938 ex p end i­ 
tu res, 1937 ov erd rafts on th eir 
cou nties and in some cases, for 
working balances early in 1939. 
Potentially h igh p oor relief 
rates in some townsh ip s may be 
ov iated by bond ing th e ov er­ 
d rafts ov er a 10-y ear p eriod , u n­ 
less th e bond issu es are blocked 
by grou p s of d issenting tax p ay ­ 
ers.

fleet, was p laced in grav e d an­ 
ger from a cross-fire of bu rsting 
sh ells tod ay as Ch inese sh ore 
batteries sp ray ed th e Jap anese 
warsh ip s on th e Wh angp oo riv ­ 
er with a mu rd erou s bombard ­ 
ment. 
Th e Ch inese sh ells from th e 
h eav y h owitzers 
emp laced in 
Pootu ng, across th e riv er from 
Sh angh ai’s famou s Bu nd , were 
taking h eav y toll of th e Jap ­ 
anese. 
One sh ell blasted a gap ing 
h ole in a Jap anese transp ort 
anch ored only a sh ort d istance 
from th e Jap anese cru iser Id - 
zu mo, flagsh ip of th e combined 
Jap anese first and th ird fleets. 
Th ree Ch inese sh ells crash ed 
th rou gh th e roof of th e Jap anese 
consu late in th e north ern sector 
of th e International Settlement. 
Desp ite th e stead ily better aim 
of th e Ch inese gu nners, Jap an­ 
ese officials refu sed to ev acu ate 
th e consu late. 
As th e Ch inese fire crep t near­ 
er th e Id zu mo, th e Au gu sta was 
p laced in increasing d anger.

Th e International Settlement 
was p lu nged into new p anic;

ly p araly zed as Jap anese air­ 
p lanes took to th e air in an ef­ 
fort to h alt th e fu riou s Ch inese 
bombard ment.
